HIS SKILL IN THE SICK ROOM 


WILL BE GREATLY MISSED. 


Brief Biography of the Best Known 


and Best Loved Man in Northern 
Rock County — Tobacco Coming 
Rapidly to the Wareheuse Men— 
Edgerton News and Notes. 


Edgerton, Dec. 4—The news of the 


death 
of Dr. James 
A. Loril was 


quickly passed from mouth ,to mouth 
and house to .house throughout this 
city Saturday, and there was univer- 
sal sorrow for the sufferer gone and 
sympathy 
for the 
family left. 
For 


many months he''had been confined to 
his bed with 
Brlght's disease. He 


had all the time been 'a. patient suf-' 
ferer until death came to his relief at 
11 o'clock Saturday, Dec. 1st, 1900. 
- In the passing away of Dr. Lord the 
angel of death has stricken from our 
midst one of the most highly hon- 
ored and 
\iniversally 
respected of 


Bdgerton's citizens -and the family is 
bereft of >a loving 'husband and an 
. indulgent father. The medical pror 
fesslon has lost one of its most ar- 
dent workers and a physician whose 
attendance 'and counsel h?.>d a calling 
far beyond the local range. Personal- 
ly, Dr. "Jim," as foe was called, had 
qualifications which but few men pos- 
sess, and in social circles lie was al- 
ways a favorite. An -attractive pres- 
ence, a smilmg countenance and a 
greeting of good cheer were among 
his gifts, and his friends and admir- 
ers were among all classes. To write 
a just memoir of a life so notoworthy 
as Dr. Lord's requires more time and 
space than is allotted to the average 
newspaper writer.

Upon 
the completion of this course he re- 
turned-to Edgerton and took up the 
practice of medicine, which was con- 
tinued until last spring, when failing 
health compelled his retirement from 
practice. 


In 1881 he was married to Miss Ida 


Williams and of this union one son, 
Karl, was born, now aged 16 years. 
Besides the wife and son he leaves 
four sisters and two brothers, Mrs. 
George McGiffin, Mrs. Ware, Misses 
Emily and Nellie Lord, all of this 
city, and Edwin Lord of Manitowoc, 
and William Lord of St Paul, Minn.

jections can be effectively met only 
by an encyclopedic knowledge of de- 
tails such as 
Senator Davis alone 


possessed"! -Several other treaties of 
reciprocity, commerce, 'and extradi- 
tion on which action was postponed 
until after election are now left in a 
precarious state by the death of the 
only man who was thoroughly famil- 
iar with them. 'Senator Frye under- 
stands the commercial side of these 
questions, and Senator Morgan is fa- 
miliar 
with

treaty, but neither possesses the skill 
in international law shown by Sen- 
ator Davis, nor is any other member 
of the committee able to deal with 
the details of the reciprocity treat- 
ies. It is almost inevitable that some 
of these treaties should suffer for 
;lack of the Minnesota senator's ex- 
pert knowledge.—Chicago Tribune.
